Steel Strike Settlement 
After Six Costly Weeks 
The contract between United States Steel and 
the United Steelworkers virtually ended the nation­ 
wide .'trike which had dragged on for six weeks. The 
settlem ent is a great relief to the country as well as 
to the workers and managemen*. 
Bui the public, 
leading the terms of settlement, cannot but reflect 
that thiS strike w iis probably unnecessary. 
“ Big Steer* has accepted the insurance-pension 
formula for which Bethlehem Steel had earlier ¿ » et 
the îMice. 
The e lO union has accepted it. too. 
Tlie 
contract calls for a minimum $100 per month pension 
i r workers aged 65 with 25 yeans of service. 
The 
company will pay the difference in pension costs 
between SlOO and what the employe will receive from 
Federal Social Security. 
But the cost of the insurance 
program will be shared equally by company and 
workers. 
In other w'ords, the setUemeiit is a compromi.se. 
Tlte President's steel fact-finding board had recom­ 
mended a company-financed pension and insurance 
package. 
But the board made clear that it was 
recommending a basis for negotiation, not laying 
dowm a fixed and unchangeable formula. 
If that 
recommendation had been accepted by both sides as 
a basis for discussion, there would have been no six- 
weeks* strike, the country would not have lost 10,000,- 
000 tons of needed steel, the Steelworkers would not 
have sacrificed $270,000,000 in wages and half a million 
men in related Industries would not have been throwm 
out of work. 
From the sundpoinl of everybody concerned, the 
steel strike was a mighty poor way to settle a collective 
bargaining dispute.

Commerce Clamps Down 
On Certain Exports 
Its an established United States policy now that 
strategic goods from this country should not be allow­ 
ed to : *reng*.hen the “ war potentlar* of Russia or her 
satel-ites, 
Tlie Department of Commerce has been 
tn ln g it ou^ by refusing to is.sue export licenses for 
shipment of such goods to any of these countries 
or to neighboring countries in Europe that might 
serve as way stations. 
Nc’W the department h a j^ gone a step further. 
Under new regulations recently announced export 
licenses for strategic goods must be obtained before 
they may be shipped to any other country in the 
world. Canada excepted. 
This will make it possible 
to screen all prospective shipments and stop those that 
might be headed for Russia by way of a South Ameri­ 
can or Asiatic country. 
Because there Is evidence to show that this has 
oeen going on. though not on a very extensive scale, 
w.ie new regulations are obviously justified. 
TTiey 
may be more necessary some months hence than they 
are now, assuming that the Administration will event- 
ual’y recognize the Communist regime in China and 
u.at American-Chinese. trade is then revived. 
The ctep taken by the department, however, has 
no bear mg on a still more important question. 
This 
country* will be avoiding helping Russia expand her 
mi.itary machine, but will the action now taken give 
i..e Kremlin a hand in binding its satellites to Moscow? 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hungary mu^i trade with 
countries west of the Iron Curtain if they are to have 
strong economies.

Distribution of Hair 
W 


E recrnlly re te n ^ i a letter 
from an inquisitive woman 
who 
obviously 
had 
spant 
much time this past .summer 
at the beach. She noticed that many 
bald men had hair to spare on their 
chests and wondered if thi.s were a 
ioincidence or whetiier tlie combi­ 
nation was a frequent orcurrence. 
She wanted to know also if th<' op­ 
posite were true. 
This is no coincidence becau.se 
studies .show tiiat “baldlcs” often 
have a heavy growth of hair on 
the remainder of the botly. However, 
this pattern of hair di.stribiUion is 
not the most common but may ap­ 
pear so inasmuch as it i.s likely to 
attract attention. 


An E'nglislunan conduced some in ­ 
teresting experirnenLs along this line 
by examining 
1,000 men between the 
ages of 24 and 42. All were healthy 
in that no gross physical, metabolic, 
or endocrine abnormality could be 
detected. 
In 614 of the group with a hirsute 
body. 114 had a balding crown or 
receding hairline. A more detailed 
analysis of the statistics showed 
that 41.8 per cent with scalp hair 
had a scanty body growth: 
51.8 per 
cent were moderately hairy; and 
6.4 per cent were shaggy. Of the 
baldheads, 21.8 per cent had little 
hair on the trunk and extremities; 
S 9 2 per cent a moderate amount; 
and 19 per cent had an excessive 
quantity. By studying these flgure.x 
more closely, it is obvious that men 
whose scalp hair Is sparse have a 
greater tendency toward body hair­ 
iness. Tlie survey rcrveals also that 
some with shiny pates have a 
meager showing on the chest and 
vice versa. 
The pattern of hair grow th on the 
I'ody and head is dct 4‘rmincd by 
heredity. The am ount on the trunX 
and limbs varie.s widely in different 
races. It is particularly spar.so in 
Indians and E.skimos and mo.sl ex­ 
tensive in the Anoes of northern 
Japan. On the other hand, vari­ 
ations occur in the .>ame race. 


Tlie distribution of hair probably 
is stimulated by the sex hormone.s. 
Tins explains the difference in men 
and women and the fact tha t per­ 
m anent hair begins to appear in 
the early teens, along with adoles­ 
cence. Even the thatch on the scalp 
is altered but the change is so grad­ 
ual tha t it is not noticed.

Result O f Steel Strike 
Accord Is A Hodge-Podge

WASHINGT'ON, Nov. 17—Enough 
lias Jiappeiied smcc Pre.siderrt T ru­ 
man appointed a fact-finding board 
in the steel industry to weigh the 
merits of this device as a means 
of settling labor dl.spute. 5. 
For wliat occurred before and a f­ 
ter the .strike in the steel indu.stry 
IS a m atter of transcendent im- 
jTortaiice to the American i>eople. 
It was one of the costliest strike* 
in history and yet tiio.se who were 
respon.sible for inflicting this loss 
are apparently to escape blame. 
When the President’s fact-fiiidmg 
board made its reyiort there came 
from one end of the country to 
the other applau.se for the find- 
I11K.S aird the recommendation.^. It 
was suppo.sed that principles were 
to be considered and tha t detaU.*» 
were to be left to collective bar­ 
gaining. 
But the setUemenU finally made 
show that the CTO steel uidun* 
spokesmen, while claiming to accept

fact did not do so. Art im portant 
principle was rejected because the 
board had recommended

joint study be made of the pension 
problem and Uiat a report be made 
in time for the M arch 1950 negotia­ 
tions.

Result Is A Hodge-Podge 
Today, as a result, there 
ls a 
hodge-podge. In a few hours of 
collective bargaining, pension plans

have. If the few hour* Uiat were 
were given to negotiating agree-

If it did not ex­ 
pect such a contingency, then why 
wa.* a costly strike forced on ib« 
country when the same settlement 
could readily have been obtaim d 
without such an expen.sive wont 
stoppage? 
The lacl-linding boards recom­ 
mendation to avoid a fourth round 
hicrca.se in wage.s was accepted bv 
the union before the strike wai 
called, leaving only the pension i*- 
sue. 
An investigation would reveal j 1 t 
what was <ione on each of the day» 
intervening before and after iae 
lacl-finding board report wa.s form ­ 
ulated, and also whether there was 
good-faith collective bargaining on 
one side or on both. Clearly the 
country is entitled to know what 
broke down. Was it the fact-fmding 
in.strument?

Or was labor power at.d 
I>olitic.* inside the labor umons re­ 
sponsible for the fact that an agn e- 
m ent along the lines of the Bet;.- 
Irhrm plan wa.s not made earlu*: ? 
If the fact-finding board idea u* 
to prevail and gain pre.nige. yn in­ 
quiry into what actually hapixMi.d 
and who really rejected what wouid 
be most helpful for Uie future.
